Report of Schoo] Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 1: 


- 


The summer term was taught by Miss Edith L. Swain, of Meredith, Waves 
per month, including board, $18.00. Length of term, six weeks; number of schol- 
ars, 13; average, 11 7-10; instances of tardiness, 59; numiber of visitors, 20. Mhis- 
was the teacher’s first school but she evidently labored faithfully and success at- 
tended her efforts. Miss Swain deserves great credit for the correetness and neat- 
ness of her register. 

The seeond term was under the instruction of Miss Julia Ellis, of Lancaster. 
Money appropriated, $70.00; wages per month, including board, $16.00; length of 
term, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 16; average, 14; marks of tardiness, 30; uin- 
ber of visitors, 16. Lottie J. Smith was neither absent or tardy during the term.~ 

Miss Ellis brings to her aid, a large experience and understands that teaching 
means something more than simply asking questions and reeeiving the answers 
found in text books. Jixcellent order prevailed and in thoroughness of instruction 
we think she has not been excelled by any during the vear. 


DISTRICT .NO,-3: 
Miss Sadie J. Worthen of Holderness taught one term in this district. © School 


money, $55.00 Wages per month, including board, $18.00. Length of term; 13 
weeks; number of scholars, 9; average attendance, 8; marks of tardiness, 28. Hat- 


tie Torsey and Fred Smith were absent only one half day during the term; Willie 


Wallace and Hattie Smith were absent three days on acccount of sickness. ‘This’ 
was Miss Worthen’s first attempt at teaching. She was earnegt and interested in 
her work and the pupils made commendable advancement.

DISTRICT NO. 4. 


There were three terms of school in this distriet. t: aught by Mrs: N. D.. Red- 
ding of Sanbornton. Money appropriation, $194. Wages per month, including 7 
board, $32.00; length of terms 8 weeks each; number of scholars. first.term. 47: 
second, 35; third, 37; average, first term, 38; second, 31 23-35; third, 28 30-37': 
instances of tardiness, first term, 57; second, 88: third, 60; number of. visitors 
first term, 14; second, 10; third, 14. Upon the Roll of Honor we find, first. term. 


Hermie Dow, Ida Spaulding, Della Thompson; second term. Bertha Scribner. 


Herman ‘Thompson, Mable Spaulding, also the jast two mentioned in the first 
term: third term, Ellen Drake, Katie Piper, and Bertha Scribner. This is the 
largest school in town, and composed as it is of different grades, requires no small 
amount of wisdom and skill o the partofa teacher to interest the. pupils. and 
arouse and bring into action the dormant: faculties of their natures. Mrs. Red- 
ding’s long experience asa teacher, was here particularly useful and the exaimina- 
tion at the close of each term, while it gave credit to the scholars. showed that 
there had been faithful instruction on the part of the teacher.

DISTRICT NO. 5. 

Miss Ella Thompson taught one term in this district. .Amount of money, 
$50.23. Wages per month, including board, $20.00; length of term, 9 1-5 weeks; 
number of scholars, 24; average attendance, 20 1-2; marks of tar diness, 107; num- 
ber of visitors, 17. Eva Cole and Weston Johnson were not absent or tardy during 
the term. This school needs an experienced teacher; one who is not only wide 


_ awake and earnest, but who, having the best interests of her puptls at her heart, 


knows how if necessary to pummiacey dicipline with kindness yet unbending’ firm- 
ness. Some of the pupils seemed well disposed. Miss Thompson was young in ex- 
perience. She evidently tried to do her best and if she had received the entire 
co-operation of the parents would have without doubt have been more suecexsful. 
Parents sometimes fail to realize how much their presence in the schoolroom or a 
word of approval aids a teacher in her work. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss Emma Mudgett was the teacher in this district. Amount of money, 
$35.50. Wages per month including board, $22.00. Length of term, 7 weeks. 
number of scholars, 12; average attendance, 9; number of visitors, 7. There were 
three names upon the roll of honor. viz: Alice Woodman, May and Grace Vease y- 
The school was quiet and orderly and good advancement made in the studies pur- 
sued. Punctuality seems to have been one principle of action, as we find an ab- 
sence of tardy marks upon the record. 


DISTRICT NO. 7 
Mrs. Rebecca P. Blake of New Hampton, taught two terms in this district. 


Money appropriated, $75.00. Wages per month, including board, $20.00. Num- 
ber of weeks first term, #; second, 8; average, 6 and 4. Number of visitors first 


term, 6; second, 4. Number of scholars first term 8; second 4. The child- 
ren were prompt, not a single mark of tardiness reported. They were earnest. and 


interested, and the examination at the close of each term gave conelusive evidence of 


thorough instruction on the part of theteacher. Attention was given to many of the 
elementary principals so often neglected in our schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


This District had one term taught by Miss Emma J. Neal. Amount of money, 
$27.00. Wages per month, including board, $18.00. Length of school, six weeks. 
Number of scholars, 11; average attendance , 81-12. Marks of tardiness 13; Num- 
ber of visitors, 8. Nellie Dalton was not tardy or absent from the school during 
the term. This was the teachers first term of teaching. She evidently was faith- 
ful in the discharge of her duties and though some improvement was visible» the 
school was not up toits usual standard. Miss Neal complained of want of punct- 
uality, on the part of the pupils, and no great advancement can be made unless 
scholars are prompt in their attendance. Though small this is usually one of the 
most ambitious schools in town.

DISTRICT NOZ11: 

Miss Mary 4. Hfuse of New Hampton taught one term in this distriet. Mon- 
ey appropriated, $36.00. Wages per month, including board, $16.00. Length of 
term, 9 weeks. No. of pupils, 11; average attendance, 10 22-45; number of visit-. 
ors, 26; roll of honor, Jerome Wells, Ada, Alice, Harry and Luther Flanders. Ora 
and Jerome Gordon. In this school also promptness appears to have been one 
of the ruling principles of action. Miss Huse is a thorough energetic teacher, in- 
fusing some of this spirit into her pupils, the school has prospered finely under her 
instruction. She knew her duty to her scholars,.and performed it faithfully. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


The school in this district was commenced by Miss Hattie Sanborn of New 
Hampton and is still in session. 


~ DISTRICT NO. .13. 


‘There were two terms during the year, taught by Miss Ella M. Smith of New 
Hampton. Money appropriated, $80.75; wages per month, including board, $19. 
Length of school, first term, 7 weeks; second term, 10; number of scholars _ first 
term. 17; second. 20; average, first term, 16 3-7 ; second, 19 3-4; marks of tardi- 
ness, first term, 10; second, 12; roll of honox, first term. Minnie Flanders. Florence 
Bowles, Annie and Jennie Plaisted, Ellen and Frank Mudgett; second term. 
Luzetta Evans and Carriella Plaisted. Miss Smith is an~experienced teacher, 
She was interested in her work and the improvement made, quite satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Mary E. Huckins taught one term of 7 1-5 weeks. Amount of money, 332.40. 
Wages per month, including board, $18.00; number of pupils, «8; average atten- 
dance, 7 1-3; marks of tardiness, 17; number of visitors during the term, 4; Alice 
J. Huckins was not absent or tatdly during the term. Miss Huckins disciplined her 
school well, inspired energy in her pupils and proved an efficient teacher. The 
pupils were prompt and thorough in their recitations. A class in book-keeping 
deserves special commendation. 

DISTRICT NO. 16. 

A term of nine weeks was taught in this district by Miss Lavina E. Melvin of 
Hebron. School money, $48.00. Number of scholars, 18; average attendance. 
12 1-5; marks of tardiness, 6; number of visitors, 6;. The teacher ‘yeports Orren 
W. Wallace present during the entire term, Alphonso G. Wallace only absent one- 
half day, which could not be avoided, This teacher pursued an entirely different 
method of instruction from the others. Had the parants been present at the clos- 

ing examination they would not have failed to have seen an improvement manifes- 
ted “in all the studies pursued. She taught the children to think for themselves. 
aroused faculties hitherto unawakened. We have never attended an examination 
in which we were more full convinced of the benefits derived from thorough praec- 
tical instruction.

While we have been able to report many favorable thingsin regard to our 
schools, they are far from reaching the standard they ought. .1t is a mistaken idea_ 
that every one who can get a certificate of scholarship is fitted for a teacher, or that 


“one young and inexperienced is adapted to small children. On the contrary her 


mind should be a storehouse of knowledge from which instead of text books she could 
continually draw rich lessons of instruction. Ask the teachers of our high schools 
what is one of the greatest obstacles in their way of progress and they will tell you 
it is thelack which they find of a thorough understanding of the elementary branches. 
What should we think of a man who desiring to build a superstructure employs 
only inexperienced workmen to lay the foundation, trusting to future skill to over- 
come the wrong beginning. Let the first steps in knowledge be properly taken 
and time will not be required to eradicate errors. Each year we are more than 
ever convinced of the need of employing only thorough energetic teachers. <A 
knowledge of human nature is requisite in orderto meet the necessities yarising 
from the various capacities and circumstances ‘of the children. Someof our teach- 
ers understand that filling the memory with wor d#;ather than training the intel- 
lect to think, or giving real dicipline to the facilities avails little. When chiidren 
are required to learn what they are sure to forget, it is not the memory which is 
educated, but the habit of forgetfullness. The introduction of ebject lessons to cul- 
tivate the perceptive organs is an invaluable step in the vight direction. : 

One branch of study too generally neglected in our schooisis reading. “System 
and careful training should be practiced in the reading lesson, as well as in grammar 
or arithmetic. There is anothec matter which. deserves special attention. The 
remedy is to a great extent with the parents. We find that during the year there 
have been 487 marks for tardiness recorred. No amount of good intention for the 
future can retrieve the loss which comes to persons inmature life, who in early 
years neglect to acé juire habits of punctuality and promptness; for want of these 
alone, future usefulness is often greatly impaired. re : 

The constant change of teachers in our ‘schools: BLS retards in a great measure 


the advancement w hie would otherwise be made, if h: iving secured ‘the services of 


a good teacher, she could be retained tor a ser ies of terms. Work and wages, 
achievements and rewards Zo band in hand, Our common schools are the royal 
road over which our youth may walk to fame and usefulness. ‘To the children who 
gather there, the rehool rooin should be made the most delighitul place in the 
world. unless it be their homes. We believe that the teacher should infuse 
into their very being the love for moral excellence, for without this, the education 
of the intellect will he of little value. 

Intelligence breathing through a great nation. is mighty in its effects 

‘Educate the people!” was the first. admonition addressed by -Penn ‘to the 
Commonwealth he founded. ‘:Educate the people!’ was the last legacy of Wash-_ 
ington to the Republic of the U nited States. If, therefore our fathers are justly 
honored forthe work they so nobly begun, let this generation gg their responsi- 
bility. Then will ‘pa ents and onardians join their best efforts with those of thes 
committee in making our schools W hat they ‘ought to be and in securing to their 
children. the inestimable blessings which they*are designed to impart.
